"COMMUNISM" 



"Thus says the Lord: 'Stand by the roads, and look, and ask for the 
ancient paths, where the good way is; and walk in it, and find rest 
for your souls. But they said, "We will not walk in it."'" 

Jeremiah 6:16 

Today I wish to discuss with you a subject of grave concern to all of us, and 
to all the free world: the subject of Communism. Now, in discussing thissubject I 
am not going to attempt to arouse your emotions or call for a holy war— axtnougu a 
holy war of the right kind is very much in order. Certainly, we of America need to 
be made aware of this terrible menace, and we need to be aroused to action. ~ut 
frankly, I am also very much concerned about the kind of awareness that we have, and 
about the kind of action that we take. Strangely enough, the vast majority of our 
people are apathetic and apparently unconcerned. Oh, to be sure, they have no use 
for Communism, they are opocsed to it, and yet they do not really recognize the 
danger that exists. And when Khrushchev said that the Communists would bury us he 
was making a prediction that may well come true, nuclear war or not. But if it does, 
it will be-:our own fault. Just as in Old Testament times the fall and the destruc- 
tion of Judah was not simolv the doing of her enemies but was her own doing, so we, 
find this same pattern in the rise and fall of nations throughout history, and his- 
tory may well repeat itself again. In our Scripture lesson today we heard of Jere- 
miah's warning to the people of Judah, "Thus says the Lord: 'Stand by tne roaas, ana 
look, and ask for the ancient paths, where the good way is; and walk in it, and tind 
rest for your souls. But they said, "We will not walk in it." I set watchmen over 
you saying "Give heed to the sound of the trumpet t" But they said, "We will not 
give heed."'" The other day I was going through the prdphecies of Isaiah and Jere- 
miah and I was suddenly appalled and terrified by the thought, "What if this is 
Godjs word to America in this hour?" 

Surely the time has come for us to wake up and to give heed to the sound of the 
trumpet. But when we say this we need to beware of a wrong kind of awareness and a 
wrone kind of action. Unfortunately too often our fight against Communism has 
amounted to little more than a wild hysteria and witch hunting. I think, for example 
of the ridiculous downtown demonstration recently staged by some students of San ^ 
Diego University. To me such crudity and vulgarity are a poor way or Deing patno^c 
and an infantile fashion of showing our opposition to Communism, and I trust that 
the University officials reprimanded the students. 

Again, I personally have little use for the name-calling that goes on in some 
quarters and some of the anti "Communist meetings that are held to whip people into 
a frenzy of fear and suspicion. J. Edgar Hoover in his excellent book, MASTERS OF 
DECEIT, warns against this. He writes, "Hysteria, witch hunts, and vigilantes weaken 
our internal security.... Too often I have seen cases where loyal and patriotic but 
misguided Americans have thought that they were 'fighting Communism' by slapping the 
label of 'Red' or 'Communist 1 on anybody who happened to be different from them or 
to have ideas with which they did not agree. Smears, character assassination, and 
the scattering of irresponsible charges have no place in this nation. They create

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division, suspicion, and distrust among loyal Americans ~ just what the Communists 
want--and hinder rather than aid the fight against Communism ♦" Thus says J* Edgar 
Hoover, And we have all witnessed this ugly practice , People are sometimes accused 
o£ being Communists just because they happen to have liberal political or economic 
views- Or think of the ridiculous charges such as that of accusing even President 
Eisenhower of collaborating with the Communists in attempting to end segregation in 
the schools of America, And the danger is that this sort of thing gives people in 
other parts of the world the idea that Communism is for the equality of races and 
that Americanism is against it. And this is tragic. 

What is needed today is a positive program, not only to combat Communism, but 
to promote the best aspects of western civilization . Now, to be sure, such a pro- 
gram must include adequate military security to protect us frop enemy aggression and 
to help bolster the other free nations, Disarmament is a very vain hope, I fear. 
As far as our internal security is concerned we are fortunate in having an alert and 
intelligent F,B,I. force, and I wish to pay tribute to J* Edgar Hoover and the men 
who work with him, Trie owe a great debt of gratitude to this arm of our government, 
and what a contrast it is to the brutality and the viciousness of the secret police 
of the dictatorships. As J, Edgar Hoover says of it, "One of the chief jobs of the 
F.B.I., fullv as important as tracking down spies, is to protect the civil rights of 
individuals," As good citizens we should all cooperate in every way possible with 
this department of our government. 

But military preparedness and internal vigilance are not enough. There must be 
a program of positive education and action if we are to win the battle against the 
Communist menace. For one thing, we of the western world should try to understand 
Communism for what it is that we may know why we oppose it. Communism is a complex 
phenomenon—social, economic, political, and religious. It offers the hope of 
material security to untold millions throughout the world who live on the very edge 
of existence, who live in ignorance and poverty, and this is something that you and 
I need to realize. Now, at worst this hope is an illusion, it is a come-on bait by 
which many people are lured into the system. At best it is a hope that can be and 
is being partly fulfilled, but at the price, the terrible price, of one's freedom 
and of one ! s ideals of truth and love. Now let's be very honest— we cannot deny ^ i 
that because of Communism a lot of people are living better than they ever have be- 
fore, but at what an awful and needless price 1 , Poverty is the great breeding ground 
of Communism, 

Again, Communism is a kind of religion. It denies the reality of things spiri- 
tual, it denies the reality of morals, but it substitutes a fanatical devotion to an 
idea, and it creates human gods, and it calls for blind allegiance and enthusiasm 
and sacrifice. And for many people who live in a kind of spiritual vacuum, and who 
long for a great purpose for living, Communism offers a new religion, it is a new 
cult, that gives them something to believe and something to live for. And thus 
Communism appeals to some idealists and intellectuals and students throughout the 
world. But again, they pay the terrible price of sacrificing freedom and morality 
and submitting to a tyranical and ruthless political regime. 

We of the Christian faith are unalterably opposed to Communism, in the first place 
because of its denial of God, For us God is the most important reality within or 
without the universe. God created us, God sustains us with life, God provides for 
all our needs, God loves us, God sent His Son for our salvation, God by His Spirit 
is working out His purpose in history. And we in tu*a are to love God, we are to 
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obey God, we are to serve Him, and insofar as we do so we find true fulfillment and 
true meaning for life* 

Again, we of the Christian faith are unalterably opposed to Communism because 
of what it does to man. It makes of man merely a material creature ruled by the 
physical forces of the universe, Man has no soul, Man has no intrinsic value in 
himself, but is something to be used and freely sacrificed to the man-made god, the 
economic idea of the class struggle and the eventual classless society. And thus it 
is of no great concern to the Communists if thousands are butchered in cold blood 
as they were in Hungary. They think no more of it than we would think of extermina- 
ting an army of ants. But we who are Christians believe that every individual per- 
son is sacred as a person. Every soul is of the utmost importance to God. A man 
should never be treated as a means to an end» but as a creature of ultimate value in 
himself because he was made in the image and likeness of God. Human life is sacred. 
Now, I'll readily admit that our practice of these beliefs is very imperfect. We 
often wilfully disobey God, we often wilfully hurt one another and trespass on the 
rights of others, and yet we know that such wilfulness is wrong, we know that such 
wilfulness is sin against God and man. 

Again, we of the Christian faith are unalterably opposed to Communism because 
it destroys morality and the foundations of morality. Truth, goodness, justice, 
love, mean nothing to the Communists. That is, they may be readily and frequently 
set aside if that setting aside will further the aims of the party. And so Commu- 
nism can denounce Hitler one day and the next day enter into an alliance with him. 
And Communism can lie and cheat and steal and kill, and it is all right so long as 
it is for the oartv. And hate is one of its most important emotions, and the doc- 
trine of hate has been preached from the very beginning of the Communist movement. 
And all this is supposedly in the name of establishing a perfect human society. But 
for the Christian, truth and goodness and justice and love are never to be sacrificed 
for anything, no matter how noble it may appear. And when we do sacrifice these we 
know that we have sinned. 

Again, we of the Christian faith are unalterably opposed to Communism because 
as an economic philosophy we know that it is caive and unworkable. It doesn t take 
into account the reality of human nature. There will never be a perfect human 
society on this earth for we are sinful creatures. And even in Christians the rem- 
nants of the old nature remain—pride and selfishness and greed. On the other hand 
we believe that in a free and democratic society we can achieve a measure of economic 
Justice for all men. Of course, the Communist theory has been that capitalism would 
always be a philosophy of greed and exploitation of the weak and the helpless. But 
time has proved that capitalism need not be a philosophy of greed and acquisitive- 
ness , that it can be modified so as to provide a maximum of opportunity for all . 
Not that this has happened yet, but progress has been made, and especially in this 
century. And this is one place where I feel that some people who are opposed to 
Communism have made a terrible mistake. They have been very careless about calling 
people who are liberal in their political and economic views "pin" or "Communist 
sympathizers." They apparently do not realize that the Communists hate, and have 
hated from the beginning, all who are liberals. They hate the liberal because the 
liberal is one who believes that within the framework of a free and democratic and 
capitalistic society we can achieve a just and a realistic degree of equality for 
all classes and all races . And this can be done without a class struggle and with- 
out hatred and without violence and without bloodshed, and without sacrificing indi- 
vidual liberty. And you see, this conviction undercuts the whole Communist theory, 
and so they hate the liberals. 
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This, then, should be part cf our understanding of Communism and why it is that 
t/re who are Christians "ill oppose it even unto death* This is why we who are 
Christians believe that there can be no co-existence, that the world will always be 
in danger until the Communist philosophy is seen for what it really is, and until 
the Communist movement is destroyed • 

Another step in the positive program of education and action should be the 
recognition on the part of the so-called free world that we have yet much to do to 
put oyr own house in order . Tlje word "free 11 is partly phoney, and Communist propa- 
ganda makes the most of it* For as long as there are dictatorships, for as long as 
there is religious tyranny in the non-Communist world, it is not truly free. Even 
in America there is still so much to be done* There are so many people— the migrant 
workers and multitudes of others who are living on the very edge of existence* And 
there is still the tragic race problem,, And in other parts of the non -Communist 
world these problems are greatly magnified* Much of the non -Communist world is made 
up of dictatorships, it is made up of places where there is religious tyranny, or 
countries where the wealth is concenteated in the hands of a few* And it is in . 
these countries that Communism will conquer next* 

Unfortunately, too many in the non -Communist world are unwilling to pay the ~ 
price of helping the needy before it is too late* We are unwilling because we are 
selfish* And so we may well go down to destruction with all our fine clothes and 
all our cars and our houses and our swimming pools and our boats and all the rest. 
And as awful as it may sound, unless we of the free world are willing to give and 
to be taxed as never before it may well be curtains for us. Sake one example,, You 
may have seen that excellent article in last Sunday's paper entitled "Can the Free 
World Be Written Off?" The writer, Eugene Burdick, the author of THE UGLY AMERICAN 
states that the Russians and the Chinese are producing over three and a half billion 
books a year* They are translated into every conceivable language and are made 
available at almost give-away prices 9 He says, for example, that a good-sized his- 
tory of the peoples of Southeast Asia could be purchased in Indochina for three 
cents o And these books are well written* Today Lenin is the most widely translated 
author in the whole worldc He is even ahead of the Bible 1 * And Stalin is the third 
most widely translated author* The Communist book distribution is a vast operation 
throughout the entire uncommitted ;wor Id, as well as in Communist nations. And by 
contrast we of the free world are doing little. The time has come for us to wake up 
and to take some positive and costly action. Missiles and nuclear weapons are impor- 
tant, but they will not win the world or save it from Communism, if Communism, by 
means of its vast propaganda machine and its book distribution captures the minds of 
men. 

Again, an all-important step of positive action should be a Christian revival 
in the western world. We in the west are gripped by a paralyzing secularism, by an 
all-consuming concern for the things of this world and for material goods, and to 
ray way of thinking this is the greatest ally of Communism ft It is doing more for 
Communism than any kind of subversion that we have witnessed or know about, it is 
not enough to offer the world a better standard of living, materially speaking. 
Refrigerators and TV sets and cars are wonderful, but these are not enough to live 
by and they are not enough to live for. Men need a Cod, men need a sense of meaning 
and purpose and dee tiny —a reason for living. And in Christianity we can offer the 
world the highest concept of God in the person cf Jesus Christ, we can offer the one 
true way of salvation through the death and resurrection of Christ s we can offer a 
new life for time and eternity as Christ dwells within us. But we aren't doing it. 
As a whole the people of the western world are selfish and complacent and unconr

cerned. And the people of the church seem not to care greatly about the rest of the 
world. America has been greatly blessed materially and spiritually. But these :: 
blessings are accompanied by a great responsibility and we are failing. Now I know 
this sounds very negative, pessimistic and gloomy, but the time has come when we 
should face up "to reality. We of the church have been greatly blessed, and we are 
failing. The missionary movement is faltering. And except for America the home 
church ia most of the western world is dead on the vine, and even in America our 
sense of Christian responsibility is very weak because we are so busy getting things 
for ourselves, and we will take our things with us right to destruction. 

And yet, it is not necessarily too late, not if we of the western world will 
repent and be revived and begin to take strong and positive and costly action. And 
I emphasize again this word "cost." As non-Communist nations we have got to match 
our military expenditures with a corresponding expenditure for the pursuit of peace. 
As non-Communist nations we have got to match the Communist zeal and enthusiasm with 
a spiritual strength and power. As non-Communist nations we have got to match the 
Communist concern for the uncommitted world with a great Christian crusade for the 
material and spiritual well-being of the millions in Asia and Africa and Europe. 
Can it be done? Yes, it can. Will it be done? I do not know. But I pray that •-> 
God's judgment of Judah may not be His judgment of us: "'I set watchmen over you,ca 
saying, "Give heed to the sound of the trumpet 1" But they said, "We will not give 
heed." Therefore hear, nations, and know, congregation, what will happen to 
them. Hear, earthj behold, I am bringing evil upon this people, the fruit of their 
devices, because they have not given heed to my words; and as for my law, they have 
rejected it.'" By God's grace, may this not be our lot.

to an intelligent and a determined and a Christian spirit and attitude. Give us a 
new resolution that if it be Thy will and according to Thy perfect plan for the 
history of this world, we shall conquer for Christ.

Dear Mr. Hoover 



I have recently completed reading your book 
"Masters of Deceit," concerning the activities of the American 
Communist Party. I have been interested in this activity for 
some time now, and many questions have arisen in my mind 
concerning it. Your book, happily, answered many of them 
very nicely and completely. 

I have one more question which remains unanswered 
despite my efforts to find the answer to it, however, and it has led 
me to sit down and write this letter. 

Mr. Hoover, I have wondered how much the American 
Communists have to do with the great economic tragedies occurring 
every day in this country. By this I mean the great strikes 
(steelworkers, auto workers, railroad workers) which paralyze 
the economy and much of the developement within the nation. I 
also mean the yearly decrease in quality of many of the consumer 
goods available to the average American. I realize how much the 
Communist Party loves this sort of occurance for its propaganda 
and its thought control processes and even for its increased 
membership due to these malfunctions of democracy. 

My question again, sir, is, how much do the American 
Communists have to do with this type of situation on a national level? 
I realize that if they have considerable effectiveness in creating these 
conditions, they must be much more deeply entrenched in the American 
way of life than most Americans (including myself) have realized. I 
want to know if the situation has reached that critical point at the 
present time, for if so, the danger to our society is much more 
„ xJ e 'fl/k imminent than is generally believed. 
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The answer to this question and many others will have 
much to do with what I, personally, do to combat the Communist cause. 
I am 20 years old, have completed high school, and have graduated 
from an electronics technical school. With this electronics background 
I have seriously been considering entering the foreign service of the 
United States government, in combating Communism abroad. 

I wish that you would refer any sources of information 
to me which would enable me to choose an active part to take in this 
huge struggle. I will certainly do something in the coming years to 
aid the work of yourself and your staff concerning the Communists. 

Please, sir, point out any place I might look for 
information which might help me, for I don't know whether to 
work abroad or at home, or even how to go about entering into 
the situation. All I know is I want to join this fight and help win it.

Dear Mr. Hoover, 



I have read your book on communism, "Masters 
of Deceit, " and now have no doubts whatsoever where 
my duty lies, ' It lies with Democracy- in safeguarding 
it and. preserving it for future generations. 

I recently wrote to the Russian Embassy in 
Ottawa asking for literature on the ideas of Karl Marx. 
I didn't receive what I wanted, so I am going to write 
to them again to get the information I want. 

What I am getting at is this: I thought that if 
I looked interested in communism, I would get in good 
with them eventually, and they would be led to believe 
that I was a communist. Then, becoming a. model 
communist, I would get in good with the big shots, get 
jobs to do and turn over information that I got to the 
F. B.I. , to put the communists behind bars. 

I know I would be risking my life, but it would 
only be mine and nobody elses. Even my mother and 
father know nothing of this. 

I would be risking my life - for the freedom of 
the world. You may think by now that this letter is a 
prank, but you're wrong, I am very serious.

Under communism, a tiny minority, perhaps ten to twenty men would rule the 
United States. An open dictatorship would be established. National as well 
as state and local governments would be destroyed, eliminated* 

Soviets would be formed throughout the nation* These- would consist of 
local .communist Party henchmen who would depose and probably liquidate your 
mayor, chief of police, clergymen, and leading citizens. 

The Constitution and our laws would be abolished. ' If you owned property, 
you would be arrested. All property used in production would be confiscated, 
thus leading ultimately to total communization, meaning state ownership*, this 
confiscation would include your home, business, bank deposits, and related 
personal possessions. These would belong to everybody. You have no right to 
own them under the communist scheme. 

The revolution would affect every man, woman and child "in America. Communists 
do not propose to remodel our government or retain any part of it. They would 
tear it to the ground, destroy all opposition, and then create a new government, 
and American province in the Soviet world empire. 

All industry would be nationalized and farms taken away from their owners© 
A small businessman is * just as guilty as a large business man; bothmust be 
liquidated. All li t tie, . medium, big business men, all types ajid kinds would 
be destroyed. The communi'sts have a, special disdain for lawyers. There will 
be no need for lawyers when there are no rights to defend. They say the pest 
of lawyers will be abolished. 

An armed Red Guard would enforce the orders of Party henchmen* 

■ Hotels, Country Clubs, and : swimming pools would be used for the 1 benefit of 
Party bosses. Labor Upions as we know them would be obliterated. 
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The Press would be muzzled, free speech forbidden; if you expressed an 
opinion contrary to the Party line, you should have known better and your 
disappearance would serve as a lesson for others, Movies, radio, television 
would be taken over by the government as agents of government propaganda* 
Clergymen would be required to accept the Party line. "God does not exist, 
Why worship Him? Children would be placed in nurseries and special indoc- 
trination schools. Women, boast the communists* would be relieved of house- 
work, How? Huge factory and apartment-house kitchens would be set up, so 
that women would be "free" to work in factories and mines along with the 
men-- toiling masses. It would make man a mechanical puppet. This is the 
ultimate and tragic aim of the communists. 

These statements are confirmed, day after day, by documented reports 
from areas where communists have already taken over; Hungary, East Germany, 
Bulgaria, Poland, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, Red China and other areas. When 
you read this remember this could happen here; and that thousands of people 
in this country are now working in secret to make it happen here. 

But also, thank God, there are millions of Americans who oppose them. If 
we open our eyes, inform ourselves, and work together, we can keep our country 
free, and help other countries of the world to gain self-government as the 
opportunity comes. 

Marx lived in squalor and poverty with his little children needing food 
and clothing most of the time. But he kept writing away because he loved 
humanity (he said). 

Marx and Engels formulated the basis doctrines of modern communism. But 
there was another man, Lenin. It was Lenin f s destiny to lead the first 
successful communist revolution. He was the man who took communist theory 
and galvanized it into the communist organization and action. Lenin's action 
resulted in the seizing of £ower in Russia. 

At the age of 16 Lenin ceased to believe in God. Within a few short years 
Lenin was to dominate the Russian Marxist movement. He was utterly cynical 
and ruthless. An examples A companion complained about his work. Shut up 
were Lenin's orders. "I will turn you over to the party courts; we will 
shoot you." Guided by his evil genius he never deviated from his goal. Lenin 
made Marxism a highly disciplined, organized and ruthless, creed. How can a 
revolution be achieved? Not by democratic reforms, ballots, or good will but 
by naked, bloody violence. The sword is the weapon. Everything must be dedi- 
cated to this aim. One's time, talents, one's very life. Revolutions do not 
just happen. They are made. 

The Party must be a small, tightly controlled, deeply loyal group. Fanat- 
icism, not members, was the key . Members must live, eat, breathe, and' dream 
revolution* They must lie., che&t and murder if the party was to be served. 
Discipline must be rigido 

Lenin was an able propagandist and agitator. 
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Lenin labored day and night for seventeen years in perfecting his plans for 
the revolution. His opportunity was to come November 1917. In March 1917, 
revolution erupted in Russia. The German army had defeated Russian troopso 

In 1922 famine raged, with tens of millions of people starving. 

Fanatical Lenin, after years of working for the revolution, would not let 
it slip away from him now. He struck back furiously. Slave labor camps were 
increased; dreaded secret police compelled conformity; churches were closed. 
Those who opposed the Bolsheviks were ruthlessly executed. 

But the New Economic Policy, Capitalist practices so denounced by the 
Bolsheviks, were introduced to save the Russian government (temporarily) they 
said. 

Lenin* s scheming mind was laying the groundwork for extending the communist 
conspiracy throughout the world. Lenin liked to use the word ruthless which 
is a clue to his thinking. 

STALIN After a long illness Lenin died. Joseph Stalin, a cobler f s son, had 
been an old-time Bolshevik. He attended a seminary but in 1899 he had been ex- 
pelled. Plodding by nature. Stalin carried to the extreme Lenin 1 s concepts 
of the Party as a fanatical, disciplined group. To Stalin the Party was not 
only a tool to seize and maintain power but also a method of liquidating all 
personal opposition, and a means of educating the masses in the communist way 
of life. For this reason the Party was kept pure*- -weaklings were purged, ex- 
pelled and exiled to Siberia or executed. 

To Stalin, communism seemed an ideal vehicle for Russian world conquest, 
and so, once communism was firmly entrenched in Russia, he embarked on a policy 
curiously similar to that of the Czarist imperialists like Peter and Catharine 
the Great. Russia moved swiftly toward world conquest. 

At the same time Stalin was furthering a communist society. Art, literature, 
education and the press were harnessed to the struggle. A new generation, dedi- 
cated to following Stalin's will was being created. No opposition was tolerated, 
In 1936 Stalin brought forth a Soviet Cons titu.t ion, a document glittering with 
supposed rights for the people but actually a mask for ever increasing tyranny. 

In March 1951 Stalin died. 

After a few months Krushchev was clearly the head of the Party. Shortly 
thereafter he denounced Stalin as a murderer, liar, etc. 

In 1919 the Communist Party began in the United States. The outline of the 
Party began to take shape, having, both a legal and an illegal apparatus. The 
legal aspect would be necessary to conduct communist propaganda among the non-* 
communist masses, to infiltrate organizations and operate communist fronts. But 
the underground apparatus would handle espionage, super secret Party work, and 
would always be ready to expand. - 
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Each Communist Party was assigned a quota of students* To be eligible, 
students had to have a working-class background with experience in a trade, 
shop, or union. They had to be under 35 years of age^ either a charter 
member or a member with at least five years 1 experience in Party work and 
possess a TT clean n Party recordt The Comintern studied the students* back- 
ground and approved those selected by the Party to attend school* As a 
general rule students traveled to Moscow under assumed names and with fraud- 
ulently obtained passports* Many of the top leaders in Communists Parties 
around the world are graduates of the Lenin School in Moscow. The Communist 
Party in America grew and grew. It was soon to increase its participation 
in American life. 

The American Communist Party was now being equipped with two striking arms: 
1. The underground Party apparatus. 2. The above-ground or false-face 
apparatus of the Workers Party, The first objective was organized labor. 
Later it reached into all aspects of American life up to and including activities 
in the Federal Government in Washington. In 1930 with the beginning of the 
depression, the Communist Party broadened its propaganda-agitation work. 
Economic disorder was exploited. 

In 1936 the Spanish Civil War erupted, and the communists in the United 
States amid great fanfare sent about 3,000 "volunteers, TT commonly known as 
the Abraham Lincoln Brigade to aid the Spanish Loyalists. From groups of 
many kinds and types were formed to collect money, supplies, and medical aid* 
Those Americans who were the leaders in the movement to send other Americans, 
of whom some 507o never returned, had nd I interest as such in either the Franco 
group or the opposing Loyalist Government. They were acting along with inter- 
national communism to advance the Bolshevik cause. 

The American communists used glittering promises, underhanded tricks, and 
down right fraud to coax young men to go to Spain, cash rewards § or travel 
accommodations* A young .girl would entide unsuspecting men; in return for 
her favors they would promise to enlist. 

In 1939 the whole world was shocked; Hi Iter and Stalin had aigned a non- 
aggression pact. Here was Moscow making an agreement with that Fascist 
"beast", Hilter, whom it had denounced in bitter terms. 

In a few days the pact's full meaning became clear. Hilter had* made a 
"deal". German forces invaded Poland. The Russians much more quietly, moved 
from the east. Poland was partitioned and Russia annexed a large slice of 
Polish territory. Hilter now turned toward the west, his "back" secure. 

The Soviets were now in the role of "defenders" of the peace and everyone 
else was an "imperialist war monger." If Stalin did it, well, it was right. 
Hitler, the former enemy, now became a friend and ally. The war between 
Germany and the Western Allies was termed an "imperialist" war, with no 
support for the Allies. There was opposition to lend-lease, the draft and 
military production, support of strikes, circulation of anti-war literature. 
"The Yanks Are Not Coming" was the slogan. Round the clock marchers picketed 
the White House, urging that the United States stay out of the European. War. 
The pickets were suddenly disbanded on June 21, 1941* A change in tactics 
seemed imminent. 
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The next day, June 22, 1941, the Germans attacked Soviet Russia. The 
European conflict now became a "patriotic war", a people! s war. The United 
States must lend support: War, material, money and manpower, Russia was being 
overrun. The revolution was in danger. A virtual nightmare gripped the- Com- 
munists. Employ anything to help the land of Stalin: Lendlease, a second 
front; immediately strikes must be stopped. Send relief to Russia. 

All of these moves and countermoves are not just history. They stand as an 
everlasting warning of the way in which Communists in America, whatever their 
claims, serve only one master , MOSCOW . 

In 1944 following the new line, the Communist' Party, United States of 
America under Browder ? s leadership "dissolved"; actually it merely changed its 
name to the Communist Political Association (C.P.A.), a political-educational 
association. Here again the idea was to "soften opposition to communism, make 
it sound a little better to Americans. This was the period when Russia was an 
American ally and they were trying to extract from us, but it was the same 
faithful lackey of Moscow. 

In 1945 the war was over. Hitler was defeated. Moscow reverted to its 
former hostile "line"s she denounced the Allies and claimed full credit for 
destroying Hitler, and Japan. Communist Parties, including the one in America, 
were told to be more defiant. 

They decided what was needed was a militant attack on "capitalism", not 
cooperation with it. They gave the party the biggest purge. Browder became 
the scapegoat. 

In 1948, for the first time- since the 1920 f s, the Party found itself on 
the defensive when the Department of Justice initiated prosecution against its 
leaders. The twelve members of the Party's National Board were indicted under 
the Smith Act (enacted in 1940) which prohibits any conspiracy that advocates 
the overthrow of the United States Government by force and violence. 

In a long trial; running through most of 1949, eleven members were convicted, 
the twelfth, William Z. Foster, having been severed from the trial because of 
illness. In 1951, the Supreme Court upheld these convictions, and the govern- 
ment subsequently took action against additional Party leaders. 

As a result the Party went underground; records were destroyed. 

The death of Stalin in. 1953 and the advent of Malenkov brought the "Big 
Smile" policy from the Soviet bear which was continued by Bulganin and 
Krushchev. The Communist Party United States of America weakened and largely 
immobilized in its underground haunts, welcomed the new line. In the summer 
of 1955 came the Geneva Conference, The party began to come above ground. 

Then came Krushchev 1 s denunciation of Stalin and charges of anti-semi tism 
in Russia. In the fall of 1956 came the bloody Soviet intervention in Hungary. 
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In 1957 the Party assembled in its Sixteenth National Convention, the first 
since 1950. The convention was under the dictatorial control', of a few Party- 
leaders. Much deceitful publicity was released to demonstrate that the Party 
had declared its "independence" of Moscow* that a new leadership had been in- 
stalled, and that the Party was entirely American in character. However, Foster 
and his associates so effectively manipulated the sessions that the same old 
Stalinist line prevailed. 

The Communist Party is a highly disciplined tool of the Soviet Union in the 
United States. In the thirty-eight years since it came into being, it has 
developed a trained and potentially effective leadership that overnight, should 
the situation become favorable, cpuld expand into a mass organization of great 
power. No longer does it need to send its promising young men to Moscow for 
training, because its own educational system is now performing that function. 

The greatest menace of the Communist Party in the United States grows in 
direct ratio to the rising feeling that it is a small; dissident element and 
need not be feared. As we relax we move closer and closer to the "fool f s 
paradise." 

Through the Communist Party, the mentality of the Russian Bolsheviks is being 
transmitted to America, together with the belief that man can be completely re- 
designed from a child of God into a soulless social cog. The* Party member, 
whether he be a farmer, automobile worker, or a lawyer, must be made to think, 
act, and be like other Party members. Many techniques, such as discipline, 
education, the Party Press, recreation, literature, organizational structure, 
the arts, are used to fashion the "communist man", the terror of the twentieth 
century. This is the "man" Kremlin hopes will place the hammer and sickle above 
the White House, and establish a Soviet America as part of a world empire, with 
Soviet Russia as the master of all. This is the "man" at a recent secret Party 
meeting, admonished the comrades present that a' search of history would show 
that there has never been a revolution withotit force and violence and that when 
the time, comes, "We will hang and shoot those responsible for the type of 
government we have today." 

THE COMMUNIST APPEAL IN THE UNITED STATES 

Who are the Communists? 

The Communist Party, United States of America works day and night to further 
the communist plot in America. Virtually invisible to the non-communist eye, 
unhampered by time, distance, and legality, this Bolshevik transmission is in 
progress. The Communist Party United States of America is bolshevizing its 
membership and creating communist puppets throughout the country. The American 
Party, in the Kremlin's eyes, has for its objective the ultimate seizure of 
power in America and to accomplish this purpose, it se£ks to "educate" in the 
ways of communism all who will listen. 

To appreciate the deadly seriousness of this process, the American citizen 
must see how the Communist Party, United States of a America by its every act, 
often without fanfare or newspaper headlines is creating a corps of dedicated 
Party members, supported in many ways by United States citizens who have been 
infected or misled* in one way or another. 
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Party influence is exerted through the communist device of thought control 
(controlling in various degrees, the thinking of many Americans)* The com- 
munists quickly accuse anybody who disagrees with them of being guilty of 
thought control; it is a favorite communist expression* Yet the same techni^ 
que applied in varying degrees to different groups of our population, is the 
key to communis t strength in America today* 

The Party* s objective is to drive a wedge, however slight, into as m^ny min4s 
as possible* That is why, in every conceivable way, communists try to poison 
our thinking about the issues of the day; social reforms, peace, politics, 
veterans 7 , women's and youth problems* The more people they can influence, tfye 
stronger they will be. 

Top P^ty officials have a definite assignment: to capture positions of 
power. They are the Party's front-line commanders. Communism is at war with 
America. The United States is a vast battlefield. A sphool, a labor union, 
a civic group, a government official,' a private citizen — all are important in 
the never ending struggle for power. 

The whole nation, to the communists, is a gigantic checkerboard. The Com- 
munist high command is constantly moving, jumping, switching, and retreating 
to get communist members in positions of influence. They are outnumbered; 
they know th*t* That is why they must depend on skill, maneuvering, and de- 
ception* 

The communist officials in our country realize that their supporters often 
form a motley collection, varying greatly in loyalty: some are fanatically 
loyal, others are half-timers or "single-nigh ters", inany are "tremblers", 
needing constant encouragement, whereas some are just victims unwittingly 
c&ught in the Party net. 

But time after time the communists are able to weld these seemingly ill- 
assorted supporters into a unified instrument of power. By this technique, 
using its own membership as a base, the Party is today influencing literally 
thousands of Americans* 

i 

There are five principal areas, or circles, of thought control that should 
be thoroughly understood^ These are the keys to communist mobilization to 
achieve control of the United States. 

1. Open Party Members . The area of complete obedience. If they are asked 
to assault the Capitol of the United States, (gun in hand) he will be expected 
to obey* These members are today working for a Soviet-America, some in under- 
cover assignments, some in communists front organizations* They are shock 
troops-~confidently expecting that the precise moment will arrive when condi- 
tions will make feasible the revolutionary overthrow of our government. This 
is the way they work: suppose a giant rally for "peace" is to be held, The 
platform will glitter with non-coipmunists. But a communist member on hand 
will control the agenda. 

The strength of the communist' striking force, lies not in numbers but in 
organized deception. The Party is small, compact, and highly mobile: hard, 
well trained, and disciplined. The weak, fainthearted have been purged* 
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They must be constantly whipped into a state of frenzied enthusiasm, and 
never allowed to relax; they study the red dogma 3% to 4 hours every day. They 
cannot change. 

2. Concealed Party Members. This is the member who does not want his party 
affiliation known. He can advance the Party* s cause among people and in 
organizations where an open member would be scorned. The number of concealed 
communists is high. They are equally as dangerous as the open members, if not 
more so. Being concealed they qan operate freely in non-communist groups. 

A physician, lawyer, an educator, a personnel manager in a business firm, a 
television script writer— each may be a concealed communist of great value to 
the Party. For example, the concealed communist can go on the convention floor 
since nobody knows that he is under Party discipline and carry out the 
communist program. 

Another concealed member of the Party was the editor-in-chief of a book 
publishing house. Thijs editor, having an excellent educational back-ground, 
was highly regarded by his company. On one occasion after the publishing 
house had been criticized by a newspaper columnist for publishing procom- 
munist books, the president discussed the problem at a meeting of the board 
of directors. He reported that he had asked the editor if he was a member 
of the communist party. The editor entered an emphatic denial. The president 
then advised the board that since the editor was a gentleman, the allegations 
that he was a communist were false. 

3. Fellow Travelers and Sympathizers. 

4. Opportunists. Are cynical and self-seeking; but they selfishly advance 
the communist program. 

5. What Can You Do? First, be sure we do not let the communists fool us 
into becoming innocent victims; dupes. 

Members of trade unions or any civic, fraternal, or social club or 
"organization can help by spotting, exposing, and opposing communists efforts 
to infiltrate and capture that club or organization.

We devoted- various editorials to denounce the totalitarian 
characteristics of the so-called "revolutionary government." We propagated the 
evilness and fallaciousness inherent in Communism whether as a philosophy of life 
and government or as a socio-economic system. We censured the Soviet Exposition 
staged in Havana: a farse aimed at confusing our people by presenting poverty as 
riches, barbarism as civilization and oppression as liberty. 

We ratified once again our Christian faith by defending it from the first 
attacks of the Partido Socialista Popular - the only one permitted in Cuba - and 
of communist spokesmen like Juan Marinello expounder of the concept: "all who 
attack Communism are counterrevolutionaries" which later on Castro himself repeated 
and welcomed as one more of the popular revolutionary slogans. We then declared 
that attacking Communism is a Christian responsibility and duty; and that those 
who believe in God, like us, could not tolerate the ominous advancement of 
Communism. We were sure that it was necessary to adopt a more belligerent attitude 
to safeguard Western civilization and the prevalence of democratic principles - the 
bases of our nationality. In the midst of the Federacidn.de Radioemisores de Cuba 
in my position as vice-president of the same; I rejected, together with my fellow 
radio broadcasters, a governmental request urging us to invite Anastas Mikoyan to 
a press conference. I could not agree that such consideration be given to one so 
greatly responsible for the massive assassination of the Hungarian people. 

It was from Radio Progreso that the distinguished commentator Dr. Luis Conte 
AgHfero read his historical letter to Fidel Castro asking for a political definition. 
Castro answered by breaking the anti-communist Pact of Caracas and openly siding 
with the reds. 
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Radio Progreso national network owns and operates 8 radio stations along the 
island of Cuba including the Havana main station (690 Kb.) with 50 iw. Besides, 
it broadcasts its program on F.M. and shortwave. Radio Progreso is one of the 
oldest Cuban station and one of the most listened to.

Realizing thaSJie government was seeking the tflh. elimination of the 
freedom of expression,' a procedure characteristic of all dictatox-iax goyexu- 
' ments for reason of their vulnerability to criticism, Radio Progreso refused 
to join the FIEL (Independent Front of Free Stations),- organization para- 
doxically named since it groups the stations that are neither independent 
nor free hut docile agents of Cuban and International Communism. _ In spite 
of all the governmental pressure to force us to join, we never did. 

Likewise, we rejected a demand of the communist-controlled union whereby 
the union would be permitted a half hour daily to broadcast the Russian poison. 
The union intended to use the name of Radio Progreso. zealously kept clean and 
honest for its 31 years of existence, as instrument of their malevolent purposes. 

In the same manner, we repelled another communist demand which called for 
the substitution of our unbiased channels of cabled news* for the services of 
Prensa Latina (Latin Press). • Prensa Latina costs a fabulous sum to the uUuan 
people and was set up for the sole purpose of conveying to our people^dis- 
torted picture of Latin America and of conveying to the peoples of Latm 
America a completely different reality about Cuba. Prensa Latina^ is managed 
by a pernicious foreigner whose efforts are devoted to the diabolical tasic o* 
helping to enslave a freedom-loving people. We respect all foreigners of 
democratic ideas who love our country, but we will always repulse fox-eiders 
whether they be Russians, Chinese, Czechs, and others, who, with the^coopera-^ 
tion of bad Cubans want to make a communist concentration camp out of Cuba anu. 
lead her to disaster. 

The reaffirmation of our uncompromising attitude was not exactly pleasing 
to the reds. Communist elements, that were infiltrated in Radio Progreso, 
obeying Juan Marinello and Carlos Rafael Rodriguez' s^orders had prepared a^ 
ridiculous accusation against me : as being an agent of the FBI. This imputa- 
tion was the pretext they needed to frighten and persecute me as punishment 
for my principles of Christian, democrat and Cuban. As a resulj, on more 
than one occasion, I was taken with my wife and son to the PIER for inter^ 
rogation. Their object was to eventually throw me in the Cabana Fortress, 
which is the fate of all free men who defy communist domination in Cuba. ^ 
Fortunately, this malicious plan was frustrated when I evaded the communist 
agents and left the country. 

Later when my family was departing from Cuba to join me in this generous 
United States, they were forced to step down from the plane and forbidgen 
embarkation. From the airport, they were conducted to the Miramar G-2 in 
patrol cars of the hated repressive corps; and there they were "retained" 
for long hours and administered the well-known treatment of threats and 
vexations. My aging mother was about to suffer a heart failure. All of this 
was arranged by the aforementioned communist elements for the avowed pur- 
pose of holding my family as hostage - for the reasons explained at the begin- 
ning of this writing - and of forcibly subduing Radio Progreso. The reds had, 
by then, realized that their previous strategy to accomplish this end had,

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' to their utter dissatisfaction, completely failed. Therefore, availing them- 
selves of the usual communist tactic of alleging the existence of labor disputes 
in enterprises to justify their confiscation, the red militia seized the station 
thereby achieving their cherished objective: to silence a free and serious organ 
of expression. 

In many instances a small detail reveals the magnitude of the spiritual 
upheaval that Cuba is going through. This is an illustrative example: we had 
had an image of St. John Bosco in our offices for the last 25 years, but as 
soon as the communist administration came in, the image was put aside and sub* 
stituted by a picture of the Cuban Red Dictator, 

"Great evils call for great remedies, !! goes the Spanish saying. The patience 
of a whole people is not unlimited. When a people is deprived of its rights, 
freedom, bread and tranquility: when it is deceived, enslaved, trampled on and 
murdered, its patience runs out and sabotage, continous shooting, underground 
propaganda and the patriotic uprisings that we are now witnessing ensue. 

The hour of Cuba's liberation is rapidly approaching. We have no doubts 
about the future. We will spring up again with the redemption of Cuba. Radio 
Pr ogre so will again be the sound of happiness 2 when happiness returns to Cuba. 
We have a great family waiting for us in our enterprise despite some betrayals. 
But we also have another family waiting, the most important one: the Cuban 
family. That is the family that we labor for. That is the one we defend. We 
do not want the state to be the sole owner of wealth nor adventurer owner of 
the state. We do not want the professionals to be subdued. We do not want our 
workers to be soldiers but we do want them to return to creative work. We want 
God in homes and hearts, in temples and conducts. We want our children to play 
and sing and not to drill and march. We want them to be children of Cuba and 
not servants of any tyranny. We want our women to return to the home, to feminity 
and to love. We want them to leave those shouts of hatred, those uniforms and 
those arms. We want the peasant to prefer his plow, a decent life and his guitar 
rather than the militia and the rifle. We want the students to have their liberty 
and to be allowed to improve their moral and cultural standards. We want freedom 
of the press. We want respect for private ownership and enterprise. We want a 
just distribution of wealth; true agrarian reform so that our peasants cease to 
be the slaves of today. We want the reimplantation of democratic institutions. 
We want the respect to the law, justice and freedom. We want the disappearance 
of the hate, infiltrated by the communists, that today divides Cubans. All of 
this is not a dream. It is what we all long for; and all good Cubans will unite 
our desinterested effort to achieve it. Radio Pr ogre so does not hesitate to 
offer its as it did on the moment of sacrifice^
